In giving to you our annual report of the financial con- 
dition of the town, we deem it proper to explain to you 
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that you may understand more readily the increased in- 
debtedness of the town over last year. ,In the first place 
we found that the bridge at the North end was decidedly 
unsafe, and rather than run the risk of an accident arising 
from it, we decided it best for the town to run in debt 
for a new bridge, and we therefore contracted with the 
Canton Iron;Bridge Co. for a new bridge, and after some 
delay, for which we were not responsible, it was put on, 
and now we feel safe to say there is none better in the 
county, as it is warranted to carry a load of twenty 
tons, and,thoroughly built in every way, and cost the 
town complete, plank and all, $530.61; and in addition to 
this the snow storms of the past year have been the most 
severe for several years, requiring a large outlay for break- 
ing roads, our report showing you that we have paid out 
over six hundred and twenty-five dollars for breaking 
roads and sidewalks alone; and the building of two new 
streets and land damage therefor, being something over 
two hundred dollars, which you can see in the road agents’ 
report, covering all the expenditures for the extras we 
have mentioned, and we believe there has not been one 
dollar of the town money expended without good cause; 
while we do not wish to make recommendations for ap- 
propriations, it certainly will be necessary for the town to 
raise more money in the future than we have been doing 
in the past, mainly because our savings bank tax, instead 
of being enough to pay our state and county tax as it 
has done a few years ago, has got down to almost 
nothing, making a difference of something like twelve hun- 
dred dollars less than in 1893, which we have to meet 
the running expenses of the town. There are one and per- 
haps two bridges which must soon be rebuilt and it seems 
economy for the town to replace them as fast as it is nee- 
essary with iron as it costs but little more than it does 
to rebuild wooden bridges; and it would seem to us that 
it would be better to raise a little more money each year 
than to run in debt every year as it is necessary to do to 
pay the necessary expenses of the town; perhaps it would 
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not seem best this year to make the appropriations much 

more as the rate must necessarily be high to pay the re- 

maining schoolhouse notes, and it should be our aim to 

keep the tax rate as low as possible and not run in debt.

REGULATIONS REGARDING COURSE OF STUDY 
ADOPTED FOR THE GRADED SCHOOLS. 


SCHOLARSHIP.—At the middle and close of each term a 
statement showing the progress and deportment of each 
pupil in the grammar and high school departments shall 
be sent to the parents. The committee request parents to 
examine same carefully, sign and return. 

EXAMINATIONS.—In all grades above primary, examina- 
tions shall be held at the middle and close of each term, 
and in case of absence of a pupil, such pupil must pass 
the examination before going on with the class. 

ProMoTIONS.—At the end of the year, at the close of 
the summer term in June, each pupil whose standing, com- 
puted from daily recitations and the regular examinations, 
averages for all studies 70 per cent. shall be promoted to 
the next higher grade. A pupil whose average is less than 
70 will seriously endanger his chances of promotion. Pro- 
motions will be publicly announced at the annual gradu- 
ating exercises. 

Honors.—The honors of valedictory and salutatory 
shall be assigned upon the basis for scholarship of the last 
year’s course in the high school department. 

RHETORICALS.—Regular exercises in essay writing and 
in declamations or recitations shall be held in all grades . 
above primary, and such exercises shall be marked same 
as in other studies. 
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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Parents and Citizens of the School District of Troy: 


Another year has rapidly passed away, and your com- 
mittee present a brief review of the year’s work, with 
suggestions for the future. The work has again largely 
fallen upon two members, Mr. Bigelow’s health and 
business allowing but very little time spent in the service. 
In January, owing to those causes, he felt compelled to 
resign, much to our regret, for we feel that his practical 
knowledge of affairs would have been of much value to 
the cause of education. 

Last June we graduated a class of four, and the most 
excellent address by Prof. Cowell, ‘A Practical Education,”’ 
and the interesting exercises by the class, held the close 
attention of the large audience present, plainly demon- 
strating the interest taken by the parents and friends in 
these exercises. 

The valedictory by Mr. Coolidge, the salutatory by 
Mr. Ripley, the class history and prophecy .by Miss Whit- 
comb, and the essay by Mr. Farrar, evinced talent and 
careful preparation. 

As announced at these exercises, eight pupils in the 
different grades were upon the roll of honor for the school 
year, and are as follows: William F. Whitcomb, Alice M. 
Guillow, Don W. Randall, Elsie M. Greenwood, Ralph E. 
Guillow, Nellie Starkey, Mary Starkey, Irving E. Brooks. 
Contrary to our custom the past few years, to retain our 
tried and faithful teachers, several changes have taken 
“place. At the close of the school year, Mr. Geo. O. Smith, 
who has had charge of the high school department for the 
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past three years resigned, that he might seek a larger field 
of usefulness. In the intermediate department, Miss Grace 
M. Putney, who has served so faithfully since she entered 
the schoolroom in town, was compelled on account of - 
sickness to lay her work aside for a time. In September, 
Miss Florence H. Silcox, commenced her work in the pri- 
mary department where she has had marked success with 
the little ones, but after a few weeks was obliged by ill- 
ness to leave the work she so dearly loves, and rest for a 
season. May it be for a short time only these faithful 
ones be laid one side. 

In the high school department we secured the services 
of Mr. Charles J. Ross, a teacher of several years’ experi- 
ence, well qualified as an instructor. Marked attainments 
have been the result in this department. 

The grammar school. department has continued under 
the instruction of Miss Eva M. Fisher, who has fully sus- 
.tained her reputation as a thorough, comprehensive teach- 
er. There has been an increase of seven pupils in this 
room. 

The opening of school found the intermediate depart- 
ment badly overcrowded, more scholars than there were 
regularly appointed seats for. The secondary department 
had promoted her entire school to make way for the 
large class from the primary department, thirteen of 
whom were not fitted for the third grade. After five weeks 
of unsatisfactory work and a careful survey of the situation, 
it was deemed wisest and the only feasible plan, to fit up 
the secondary room for the high school department, as 
that number of scholars, twenty-five, could be accommodated 
here, and use the larger room for the second grade, return- 
ing the pupils properly belonging to it, thus making the 
secondary and intermediate departments of about fifty 
pupils each. Miss Harris acted as substitute during the 
fall term. In the winter, the services of Miss Luetta M. 
King were secured, a teacher of large experience, and suc- - 
cessful work has been the result in these grades. 

In the secondary department Mrs. Hattie C. Parker has 
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continued her faithful work among the children, winning 
their love and esteem, and thus promoting the best inter- 
ests of those under her charge. 

At the opening of the school year in the primary depart- 
ment, there were more scholars thancould be accommodated 
and successfully cared for, so that those of the entering 
class under six years of age were sent home. As has been 
stated, Miss Silcox was obliged after a few weeks to give 
up her work, and this department was closed for the re- 
mainder of the term. Miss Jessie F. Goodrich was secured 
for the winter term, and good results have been achieved. 

The West Hill school has continued under the able in- 
struction of Miss Pauline Lowe. Two terms of eleven 
weeks each were given, with seventeen scholars present in 
the fall, and eighteen in the spring terms. There were 
five upon the roll of honor for the fall term but none for 
the year. Good progress was made in all branches. 

The Merrifield school has had two terms of eleven and 
ten weeks respectively, under the same teacher who has 
taught this school for the past six years, Miss Laura J. 
Mitchell. . 

Ten scholars were present in the fall and nine in the 
spring terms. Good results were accomplished and the 
school maintained its usual high average attendance and 
perfect record. There were five upon the roll of honor for 
the year, viz:—Alice E. Merrifield, Mary J. Merrifield, 
Badri. Merrifield, Lena; DaoMerritield, Harold... 
Mitchell. 

In September the services of Miss Bertha M. Wheeler were 
secured as supervisor of music, and it is with much pleas- 
ure and gratification we speak of this feature of instruc- 
tion. Many of the children will receive lasting benefit 
from this branch of learning who would not otherwise 
obtain it. 

We trust the parents may realize the great advantage 
to their children and continue the instruction of music in 
the schools. 

During the winter the attendance, especially in the 
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lower grades, was quite irregular, owing largely to sick- 
ness, cold and stormy weather. 

We have endeavored to obviate this difficulty by giv- 
ing a larger term in the fall when the weather will’ be 
more suitable, as per calendar. 

In conclusion let us say a word in regard to the 
future. Our aim should ever be ‘Upward and Onward!” 
Our schools never were in better condition than at the 
_present. Do not allow them to retrograde. Uphold your 
teachers and committee in their efforts to give the youth ~ 
a thorough comprehensive education. This may mean sac- 
rifice on the part of some, but we do not think you will 
ever regret it. A good education with a good moral char- 
acter is of far more worth than wealth or anything wealth 
can procure. 

It is somewhat difficult to forecast the future, but with 
increasing business it would indicate an increase of chil- 
dren who must be educated. We ask a special appropria- 
tion of $100 for music; Miss Wheeler kindly consenting to 
teach a vear for her nominal expenses, as per financial re- 
port, with the expectancy of continuing the supervision. 
Your committee have been much gratified at the result. 
Will you aid us with your support in this matter? We 
over-ran our book account, as per financial report, by 
nearly $40, owing to increase in scholars, and books worn 
past repair, necessitating purchase of new. With the out- 
look in view we think $300 hardly sufficient an allowance 
on books. 

Last year you voted an appropriation of $1,000 above 
legal amount. It will require $1,100 in addition to legal 
amount of school tax to meet the coming year on same 
basis as last year. 

Do you wish us to do less? 

Will the year find more pupils applying to us for en- 
trance to our schools? a 

If there are many more, it will call for other arrange- - 
ments and still more funds. 

We leave these matters for your careful consideration, 
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trusting you will give us your hearty codperation that we 
may maintain a high standard in our schools.
